At  Rest. 

During  the  past  year  "the  last  enemy"  has  made  inroads  in  our 
ranks.  Many  brethren  have  fallen  beneath  his  thrusts.  One  by  one  we 
have  laid  them  aside.  May  the  thought  that  the  time  will  come,  sooner 
or  later,  when  we,  too,  shall  be  summoned  into  "  the  eternal  presence  " 
make  us  more  diligent  and  faitliful  in  the  discharge  of  our  high  Masonic 
trusts.  It  is  my  sad  duty  to  inform  you  that  on  the  3rd  day  of  June  last 
I  received  intelligence  of  the  death  of  our  late  M.  AV.  Bro.  W.  B.  Simp':on, 
P.  G.  M.  of  G.  L.  of  Canada.  A  desire  was  expressed  that  his  funeral  ser- 
vices should  be  conducted  by  G.  L.  of  Quebec.  I  immediately  instructed 
our  Grand  Secretary  to  summon  G.  L.  for  the  purpose.  Our  departed 
brother  was  made  a  Freemason  in  Sussex  Ix)dge,  Brockville,  on  the  2nd 
March,  1853,  being  thirty-five  years  of  age.  He  entered  upon  the  work 
with  enthusiasm  and  energy.  He  brought  to  the  Craft  a  bright  intel- 
lect and  matured  judgment.  He  soon  saw  the  advisability  and  necessity 
of  forming  a  G.  L.  in  Canada.  The  interests  of  the  Craft  required  it.  To 
this  end  a  preliminary  meeting  was  held  at  Niagara  Falls  in  July,  1855, 
at  which  he  was  present  and  took  an  active  part.    At  his  suggestion  9, 
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convention  was  called  at  Hamilton  on  the  10th  Ot-toher,  1855,  which 
resulted  in  the  formation  of  a  Grand  Lodjre.  He  was  electo«l  D.  D.  G.  M. 
for  one  of  the  most  important  districtw.  In  IStiO  iio  wa8  olncted  D.  G.  M. 
On  the  15th  July,  lS(i4,  ho  was  elected  U.  M.,  wliicli  hi>,'h  oHico  ho  jil)ly 
filled  during  the  followinj?  two  years.  Althoujih  dovotinji;  niucii  time  to 
Craft  Masonry,  he  still  found  oi)i)ortunity  to  advance  tf»  the  hi>;hor  walks 
of  Masonic  life.  As  a  brother  he  was  estoomod.  As  a  itubht;  oHicial 
he  was  respected.  On  the  morning  of  the  (ith  day  of  June  Grand 
Lodge,  acc(imi)anied  by  M.  W.  Bro.  Col.  A.  A.  Stevenson,  P.  G.  M.  of 
G.  L.  Canada,  M.  \V.  Bro.  Col.  McLeod  Moore,  Grand  Prior  of  the 
Grand  Priory  of  Canada,  and  P.  G.  M.  Col.  Hutton,  ;};}°,  C.  G.  tuKldes, 
'.i2°,  H.  S.  Evans,  32°,  W.  S.  Walker,  :\2°,  together  with  a  large  nundwr 
of  G.  L.  officers  and  brethren,  procoede<l  from  Montreal  to  Homew»Mxl, 
Coteau  Landing,  the  ancestral  residence  of  our  late  lamented  brother. 
We  were  met  there  by  R.  W.  Bro.  \V.  L.  Hamilton.  D.  D.  (i.  M.  of 
Prince  Edward  District,  Canada,  and  K.  AV.  Brc.  George  M.  VVilkenson, 
P.  D.  IX  G.  M.  of  Ancient  St.  .lolin,  a  lodge  with  which  fiur  decea.sed 
brother  was  at  one  time  connected.  Being  a  memlHir  of  tiie  Cluirch  of 
England,  the  beautifnlly  impressive  service  of  that  Churcli  was  read  by 
His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Ontario,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  L.  A.  Young. 
A  large  and  mournful  concourse  of  friends  followed  the  remains  to  their 
last  resting  place.  The  band  of  the  1st  Prince  of  Wales  KKles,  playing 
the  Dead  March  in  Saul,  preceded  the  band  of  faithful  brethren  in  that 
melancholy  march  from  that  small  country  (ihurch  to  the  lonely  country 
graveyard.  M.  W.  Bro.  A.  A.  Stevenson,  n^presenting  the  G,  L.  of 
Canada,  ably  assisted  me  in  the  service  at  the  grave.  Wo  surrounded 
the  mortal  remains  of  our  lamented  l)rother,  and  deposited  the  sprig 
of  evergreen,  emblematical  of  that  immortality  which,  we  trust,  his 
soul  has  entered  upon.  And  amid  the  singing  of  spring  birde,  the  burst- 
ing of  buds,  the  blossoming  of  early  flowers,  beneath  a  grand  old  oak, 
with  the  wind  sighing  through  the  branches  of  the  Balm  of  Gilead,  and 
toside  the  River  St.  Lawrence,  whoso  waters  he  loved  so  well,  we  left  our 
brother  at  rest,  awaiting  the  coronation  day. 


Another,  too,  has  passed  into  the  valley  and  under  the  shadow,  one 
who  was  eminently  serviceable  to  the  Craft  at  the  time  of  the  inception 
and  organization  of  this  G.  L.  I  find  that  R.  W.  Bro.  Borlase  was,  under 
the  G.  L.  of  Canada,  D.  D.  G.  M.  for  the  Eastern  Townships  District.  His 
name  appears  appended  to  a  circular  addressed  to  all  the  lodges  in  the 
Eastern  Townships  and  Quebec  Districts,  calling  a  convention  to  be  held 
in  Montreal,  to  take  into  consideration  the  state  of  Masonry  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  Quebec,  This  bears  date  July,  1868.  He  presided  at  that  very 
import' nt  meeting.  He  witnessed  the  consummation  of  his  efforts  in 
the  formation  of  this  Grand  Lodge  on  the  20th  October,  1869.    He  has 
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loft  Ills  iinpreHs  on  a  very  intorestiiiff  i>h>?«  of  MaHonic  liistory.     Peace  be 
to  his  iislio.s;  n-Ht  to  li"    weary  soul. 

Kiiiiii<<iit  and  (fste<Mii(ul  bn^tlinui  in  other  jurisdictions  have  lKH3n 
calltMl  t(»  liiy  aside  tlioir  wurkinj^  todls.  Wo  mourn  their  loss  and  syra- 
|)atliist<  witii  th»i  Ixu-eaved.  But,  having  conlldonce  in  one  of  the  cardinal 
tenets  nf  our  faith,  \V(<  ht^liovo  that  the  tiua>  will  rnuw  when  lie,  our 
elder  lirother,  who  raised  His  voice  at  the  fjrave  of  His  friend,  will  again 
speak,  and  «all  earth's  trim,  tried  and  faithful  ones  from  the  domains  of 
death  to  a  glori(>us  immortality  and  etornal  life.

"  To  feed  the  hungry,  clothe  tlu*  nak(Ml,and  bind  up  the  wounds  of  the 
aftlicted  "  is  part  of  the  ntission  of  ]Ma8onry  in  this  world  rtf  ours.  Identi- 
fied this  institution  in  t'.ie  '  ast  has  been  with  deot.s  of  mercy,  acts  of  love 
and  kindness.  Its  chanicteiistics  in  this  respect  must  neverbe  lostsight  of. 
Our  chariti(W,»iince formation,  liaveuot  been  ostentatious,  and  the  outside 
world  may  have  known  little  of  them.  Yet  nuiny  hearts  have  been 
(fheered ;  many  a  widow  and  many  an  orphan  has  been  encouraged  by 
what  we  have  done.  At  present  an  asylum  or  school  may  not  be  within 
our  reach.  Still  it  is  our  duty  to  look  forward  to  the  ascomplishment 
of  so  desiraV>le  a  result.  To  this  end,  lei  there  be  a  united  effort.  I 
would  suggest  that  the  D.  D.  CJ.  Masters  take  the  matter  in  baud  in  their 
respfictive  districts,  and  make  a  special  apjwal  to  each  lodge  to  set  apart 
a  percentage  of  its  revenue  to  aid  in  tliis  enterprise.  My  brethren,  no 
prouder  laurels  will  ever  be  worn  by  you,  than  will  be,  should  you  accom- 
plish this  purpose. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  been  much  interested  in  reading  the 
reports  of  the  different  Grand  Lodges,  and  no  feature  has  attracted  my 
attention  more  than  the  work  that  is  being  done  in  this  direction.  If  the 
amount  that  is  annually  distributed  for  educational,  benevolent  and 
charitable  purposes  by  the  fraternity  at  large  could  be  ascertained,  it 
would  surprise  all.  I  undertook  the  same  but  bad  not  time  to  complete  it. 
Here  is  a  field  for  some  diligent  brother  to  labor  in. 

England's  benevolent  fund  is  £50,000,  with  an  annual  income  of  about 
£8000.  Her  charities  amount  to  as  much  more.  Our  noble  Queen  deems 
it  not  beneath  Her  high  station  to  be  the  Patroness  of  the  Itoyal  Masonic 
Institution  for  Boys. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  ("anada  donated  for  charitable  and  benevolent 
purposes  from  1876  to  1882  inclusive,  the  sum  of  $71,296.52.  Who  shall 
say  tha'  her  mission  in  Ontario  is  not  for  good.  This  G.  L.  sent  $800  to 
the  sufferers  by  the  Chicago  fire.  Upwards  of  $600  was  forwarded  to  St. 
John,  New  Brunswick,  at  the  time  of  the  disastrous  fire  in  that  city,  by 
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tlio  MasoiiH  of  tliiH  I'rovince.  In  IHHl  u  cry  for  ni»l  W(Mit  forth  to  tlio  world 
from  tlio  burnt  diHtricts  of  tlio  Stat(<  of  MicliiKtm.  I'aniilios  won*  li(»ino- 
loss  and  mucli  (liHtross  provailod-  In  a  short  spncoof  tinm  FrcHMiiaHons 
contrihutod  npwardH  of  fL'.'l.S:?!;  to  relieve*  tho  isuflorinn.  This  nionoy  was 
distrihnt(Ml  wltliout  regard  to  nationality  or  crood.  It  was  not  confined 
to  inoml)erh  of  tlu*  fraternity.    It  w<*nt  wliore  it  would  do  the  most  j?o<m1. 

"  By  Thhir  Fri  ith  yrhuai.i,  know  Tiikm." 

Before  that  tribunal  Freemasonry  \h  prepared  to  bo  arraifjjned.  At 
tliM  bar,  wo,  my  brethren,  must  stand  or  fall.  Uoyrees,  titles  or  professions 
will  not  save  us  or  the  craft. 

GnANn  LoixiH  of  Canaoa. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  attend  tho  28th  Annual  Communication  of  that 
Grand  Body  in  the  month  of  .Inly  last,  accompanied  by  the  M.  W.  Bro. 
Graham,  P.  G.  :M  ,  U.  \V.  Bro.  Tyler,  P.  G.  M.,  M.  W.,  W.  J.  B.  McLeod 
Moore,  Gi'and  Prior  and  P.  (l  M.,  together  with  several  oHicers  and  past 
otiicers  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  We  were  nux-ivod  in  the  most  courteous, 
friendly  and  fraternal  manner.    The  event  will  ever  be  remembered. 

■\Ve  found  in  convention  .here  upwards  of  four  liundred  and  fifty  dele- 
gates, reprepresonting  three  hundred  and  ninety-nine  private  lodges,  with 
two  under  dispensation.  Her  charity  and  benevolent  v.ork  is  deserving 
of  emulation.  During  the  past  year  a  very  worthy  brother,  J.  Rose 
Robertson,  has  erected  on  the  Island,  opposite  Toronto,  a  luiilding  to  be 
called  "  Lakeside  Home  for  Little  Children,"  into  which  children  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Masonic  fraternity  miiet  be  admitted. 

Will  not  some  brother  in  thi.*  jurisdiction  be  impressed  with  a  like 
generously  Mason  ic  spirit,  and  go  and  do  likewise  ?  We  take  pride  in  Her 
prosperity.  The  most  intimate  relations  exist  between  us.  Such  is  the 
case,  notwithstanding  the  fact,  that  there  is  within  the  territory  of  this  G. 
L.  a  body  of  Freemasons,  that  has  received  within  its  i)ortal8  and  made  a 
mason,  a  man  who  had  previously  been  blackballed  in  a  lodge  in  Toronto. 
This  G.  L.  has  been  and  is  powerless  to  prevent  such  unseemly  and 
unmasonic  conduct.  How  soon  will  there  be  a  repetition  of  this  act,  and 
another  friendly  Grand  Lodge  be  attacked  in  the  same  svay  ?  How 
long,  my  brethren,  shall  the  territo''y  of  this  Grand  Lodge  continue  to 
be  the  recruiting  ground  of  another  Grand  Body  ?  England  defended 
her  private  lodge  in  the  course  she  puraued,  and  still  sustains  her.

l)oubtl(vss  many  otber  ltHljj;e,s  rei|uire  to  take  tbe  aamo  action. 

RBNIIMnKRINfi   OK    LoiXlI'M. 

C'onse(iuent  on  tbe  placinji  of  Klyin,  Kin^  Solomon  and  Argyle  on 
our  renisttu-,  tbe  re-muul)erin)j:  of  tbe  Ixidjjes  l)erame  a  necessity.  To 
etfect  tbis  a  committee  was  named  at  tbe  last  communication,  whicb  will 
re|xjrt  at  tbe  pi'esent.

CJanics  and  siHjrt.s  formed  part  of 
tho  day's  amnsonient.  All  wore  on  ploasuro  intent-  Addrossos  were 
delivered  by  It-  W.  Bro.  Nye,  the  G-  M.,  and  Heveral  others. 

Mount  Ohfoiid. 

TluH  Lodjre,  ns  is  her  custom,  held  her  Mid-Summer  Festival  on  the 
shores  of  tho  fai-famed  Lake  Momphremagon,  beneath  the  shadow  of  the 
mountains.

Temperance. 

This  is  an  age  whon  strenuous  elForts  aro  being  put  forth  by  good  men 
and  true,  in  the  church  and  out  of  it,  to  stay  the  tide  of  intemperance, 
which  like  a  wild  wave  has  so  long  rolled  over  our  country.  Tn  this  good 
work,  my  brethren,  we  must  not  be  backward.  By  precept  and  by  ex- 
ample let  it  appear  that  we  are  engaged  in  it.  It  is  a  tenet  of  our  faith. 
I  call  your  earnest  attention  to  the  same. 


Visitations. 

These  have  not  been  as  frequent  as  I  anticipated  at  the  commencement 
of  the  year.  Several  Lodges  in  Montreal  and  in  the  Townships  ha.e, 
however,  been  visited.  I  have  to  thank  the  brotliren  for  the  universal 
courtesy  and  kindness  with  which  they  met  me.  The  District  Deputies 
too,  were  most  assiduous  in  their  attentions.  I  have  found  harmony  pre- 
vailing. The  brethren  recognizing  the  golden  cord  by  which  they  are 
bound.  Prosperity  has  attended  them.  1  believe  tlie  work  done  has 
been  in  excess  of  former  years.    Still,  I  would  remind  you  that  our 
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strengtli  rests  not  wholly  in  a  larpe  men:bership.  That  is  desirable,  but 
ex(!ellenoe  is  more  so.  Guard  well  the  outer  door.  See  that  none  enter 
except  such  as  are  well  qualiiiod.  Has  the  petitioner  the  requisites  in 
body,  heart,  soul  and  intellect  to  make  him  a  true  and  faithful  worker 
anions;  us?  If  so,  admit  him ;  wo  care  not  for  his  ancestry,  so  be  that  he 
is  free  horn.  The  semi-fossilism  of  an  age  that  enquired  had  he  a  grand- 
father, is  passing  away. 

Ghani)  Rbi'rbsrntativrs. 

Owing  to  the  decease  of  li.  W.  Bro.  Borlase,  the  ottice  of  Grand  Kepre- 
sentalive  of  the  Grand  I^odgo  of  Illinois,  near  this  Grand  Lodge,  became 
vacant;  I  suggested  K.  W.  TJro.  Alexander  Cliisholm  as  his  successor. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  having  adopted  the  three  year  term  as  the 
tenure  of  oHice  of  its  (rrand  Heprcscntatives  near  other  (irand  Bodies,  the 
otlice  of  I\.  AV.  Bro.  Samuel  .Toinison  became  vacant.  I  nominated  W. 
Bro  Ii.  E.  ("hannell,  of  Golden  Rule,  as  his  successor.  I  received  a  com- 
munication from  Cirand  Lodge  of  Greecre,  asking  in  the  most  courteous 
language  ftn-  tlu^  exchange  of  ( Jrand  Representatives  with  this  Grand 
Lodge.    This  has  been  done. 

Nkw  (iRANd  Lodobs. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Vales  was  founded  in  1877,  since 
whidi  time  she  has  been  seeking  re»;ognition.  Her  efforts  have  been  very 
successful.  At  the  last  Communication  of  (irand  Lodge  of  Canada  a 
hearty  welcome  was  extended  to  her.  Slie  has,  I  understand,  a  majority 
of  private  lodges  of  the  Scotch  and  Irish  Registers  with  her,  but  not  of  the 
English  Kegistor.  The  concurrent  jurisdiction  of  three,  and  now  four, 
Grand  Lodges  in  that  colony,  must  prove  anything  but  advantageous  to 
the  Craft. 

Victoria. 

This  far  off  sister  colony  is  struggling  for  Masonic  Independence.  On 
the  second  day  of  .Inly  last,  a  Graml  Lodge  was  organized  at  Melbourne. 
It  is  sustained  by  a  number  of  private  lodges,  though  not  a  majority. 
Here  also  are  found  lodges  under  the  lOnglish,  Scotch  and  Irish  constitu- 
tions.   A  few  Grand  Bf)dies  liav(< recognised  this  Grand  Lodge. 

I  submit  both  cases  for  vonr  consideration. 


Relations  with  Enolanp. 
1  approach  this  portion  of  my  address  reluctantly  but  fearlessly. 
Reluctantly,  because  the  question  is  of  such  vital  imixirtance  to  this 
Grand  L(Klge,  and  in  its  solution  loud  ties  may  be  severed  and  hearts 
made  sad.  INIy  views  and  exi>re.«^^-  'oua  nill  be  sharply  criticisad.  Com- 
ment and  discussion  will  ensue  throughout  the  entire  Masonic  world. 
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^lany  an  anxiotis  eye  is  even  now  turned  towards  us.  Fearlessly, 
because  I  am  conscious  oftlie  ret'titude  of  our  cause  and  the  strenj^th  of 
our  position.  Confidently  wo  will  api>eal  to  that  jrroat  tribunal,  the  court 
of  dernier  resort,  the  Grand  Lod}res  of  the  w'orld,  and  i)atienlly  await  the 
verdict.  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  a  few  circumstances  connected 
with  this  G.  L.  from  the  time  of  its  inaujjuration  down  to  tlie  present, 
to  trace  its  struggle  for  the  principle  of  INIasonic  suimMnacy  during  the 
years  of  its  existence.  I  shall  do  so  but  briefly,  as  they  have  been  so 
often  before  you  that  you  are  familiar  therewith,  though,  it  is  possi- 
bla  some  of  the  younger  brethren  may  not  be  quite  conversant  with  the 
same.  It  was  fourteen  years  ago  last  October  since  this  G.  L.  wae 
formed.  At  that  time  the  (irand  Tiodges  of  England,  Scotland  and 
Canada  were  in  possession  of  this  territory,  and  had  private  lodges 
herein.  One  of  the  fundamental  principlco  enunciated  at  that  time 
was  sovereign,  indei)endent  and  (^x(•lusive  jurisdiction  in  and  over 
the  Province  of  Quebec.  It  was  the  key  note  in  our  ap[H'.ai  for  recog- 
nition to  sister  Grand  Lodges.  It  was  the  corner  stone  of  our  whole 
sui^erstructure.  Within  one  year  from  that  time  we  were  welcomed 
into  the  sisterho(Kl  of  Grand  Lodges  by  nine  (irand  Bodies,  stretch- 
ing from  Maine  to  Nevada,  including  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia. 
At  the  first  meeting  of  this  G.  L.,  I  find  the  then  (i.  INL,  M.  \V.  Bro. 
Graham,  giving  utterance  to  the  following  sentiment:  "Having  duly 
"confirmed  the  minutes  of  the  Convention  of  Lodges  that  formed  this, 
"  the  (Jrand  Lodge  of  the  Province  of  (Quebec,  and  having  solemnly  rati- 
"  tied  and  adojited  all  acts  and  proceedings  had  at  its  organization,  it  is 
"  now  fitting  and  desirable,  and  in  accordance  with  the  general  custom  of 
"  the  Craft  under  similar  circumstances,  that  this  G.  L.  declare  its  sov- 
"ereign  indei)endence  and  its  right  to  undivid<>d  suj)remacy  and  to  the 
"  exclusive  Masonic  jurisdiction  within  the  Province  of  (Quebec."  During 
the  following  ,>ear  thirteen  more  Grand  TiOdges  extended  to  us  a  most 
cordial  recognition,  making  twenty-two  in  all.  In  ^I.  W.  Bro.  Graham's 
second  annual  address  he  lays  dowi.  the  following  fundamental  principle: 
"  In  every  distinct  territory  having  a  Legislature  of  its  own,  there  exists 
"the  Masijnic  right  to  found  an  indei)endent  sovereign  (irand  Lodge. 
"  The  consent  of  any  mother  G.  L.,  however  desirable,  is  not  essenlial  or 
"necessary.  Nor  can  any  G.  L.  constitutionally  interfere  witii  or  in  any 
"way  rightfully  liinder  private  lodges  in  the  exercise  of  their  inherent 
"right  to  form  a  (t.  L.  of  their  own  in  such  legislatively  distinct  terri- 
"  tory,  no  matter  what  prior  authority  she  may  have  exercised  over 
"them,  A  Grand  Lodge  tinis  formed  in  unoi;cupied  or  (lisse\(M'ed  terri- 
"tory  possesses  the  inalienable  right  of  exclusive  jurisdi;;tion  over  all 
"symbolical  lodges  of  Freemasons  within  such  territory."  At  this  com- 
munication the  following  resolution  was  passed  by  a  majority  of  forty- 
three  votes :    "  That  the  Grand  Master  be  autliorized  to  proclaim  at  any 
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"  time  before  the  next  annual  communlration  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  as 
"  may  seem  best  to  him,  non-intercourse  with  any  lodge  or  pretended 
"  lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  that  persistently  refuses  to  recognize  the 
"  supremacy  of  this  Grand  Lodge."  In  1872  the  same  eminent  Grand 
Master  announced  to  G.  L.  that  we  were  in  fraternal  communication  with 
thirty-one  Grand  Lodges.  It  was  during  this  year  that  the  correspon- 
dence between  the  G.  L.  of  England,  then  presided  over  Ijy  His  Lordship 
the  Marquis  of  Rijion,  and  ourselves  commenced.  In  the  month  of  June 
of  that  year  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  resolution  was  forwarded  that  Grand 
Body.  On  the  29th  August  follow  ing  a  reply  was  received  thereto  through 
R.  W.  the  Hon.  W.  Badgley,  of  Montreal,  enclosing  an  extract  from  a  letter 
received  by  him  from  the  M.  W,  the  G.  M.  of  England.  The  defence  put 
forth  by  His  Lordship  at  that  time  on  behalf  oi  the  G.  L.  of  England 
consisted  chiefly  in  an  allusion  to  an  agreement  entered  into  between  the 
G.  L.  of  England  and  G.  L.  of  Canada  at  the  time  of  the  recognition  of 
the  latter  by  the  former,  namely :  "  That  it  was  agreed  that  all  such 
"  lodgers  as  desired  to  remain  under  the  English  constitution  were  at 
"  liberty  to  do  so,  and  that  all  their  rights  and  privileges  were  to  be 
"  retained,  but  no  other  warrants  would  be  issued  by  the  G.  L.  of 
"  England  to  lodges  in  Canada."  The  answer  to  this  plea  is,  that  since 
that  unfortunate  article  in  the  treaty  between  the  G.  L.  of  England  and 
the  G.  L.  of  Canada  w^as  agreed  to,  British  North  America  has  undergone 
radical  political  changes.  The  Province  of  Canada,  which  existed  at  that 
time,  and  was  the  territory  of  G.  L.  of  Canada,  is  now  no  more.  In  its 
place  stand  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and  Ontario,  with  separate  and 
distinct  legislative  governing  bodies.  The  lines  dividing  the  same  are  as 
well  defined  as  are  those  dividing  the  States  of  Vermont  and  New  Hamp- 
shire. A  new  order  of  things  has  arisen.  A  new  system  of  government, 
to  a  great  extent,  has  been  introduced.  A  Dominion  has  been  constituted 
composed  of  Provinces  quoad,  each  to  the  other  separate  and  distinct. 

Under  the  application  of  the  territorial  principle,  the  Quebec  Grand 
Lodge  was  formed  and  took  possession  of  her  legitimate  territory.  Such 
formation  and  subsequent  recognition  by  the  Mother  Grand  Lodge,  Can- 
ada, vested  in  her  all  the  transmissible  rights  of  that  Mother  Grand 
Ix)dge  to  the  extent  of  transferring  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  all  Master 
Masons  subject  to  her  previous  to  our  creation,  all  her  lodges  and  our 
share  in  the  common  fund  ;  and  it  went  further.  Masonic  law  as  to  juris- 
diction because  at  once  applicable,  and  this  Grand  Lodge  became  the  sole 
Masonic  power  in  this  Province.  It  was  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Canada  an  absolute  assignment  of  all  her  territorial  rights  in  this  Pro- 
vince in  favor  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  which  thereby  became  seized  thereof 
and  concurrently  with  the  application  of  the  principle  before  mentioned, 
which  at  once  operated  in  our  favor,  made  this  Grand  Lodge  the  possessor 
of  the  territory  of  Quebec,  to  the  exclusion  of  any  other  Masonic  body. 
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We  thereby  became  de  facto  the  peer  of  sister  Grand  Lodges,  clothed  with 
the  same  powers,  and  possessing  the  same  rights.  No  continuing  reser- 
vation was  stipulated  in  the  act  of  recognition  in  favor  of  foreign  lodges, 
and  even  had  thnre  been,  it  is  my  opinion,  that  so  soon  as  it  became  appa- 
rent that  buch  stipulation  was  detrimental  to  craft  ]Masonry  in  the  Pro- 
vince, suoh  foreign  lodges  could  be  invited  to  withdraw,  failing  which, 
resort  could  lie  had  to  the  usual  Masonic  practices  to  remedy  the  wrong. 

During  this  year,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana  recognised  this  Grand 
Lodge  in  the  following  terms :  "  That  this  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana  re- 
"  cognizes  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  as  a  just  and  legally  constituted 
"  Grand  Lotlge.  And  as  such  is  entitled  to  sole  and  exchisive  Masonic 
"  jurisdiction  in  and  over  the  Province  of  Quel)ec,  and  hereby  extends  to 
"  her  a  cordial  welcome  unto  the  family  of  Grand  Lodges." 

Our  Fourth  Annual  Report  discloses  the  fact  that  we  had  established 
fraternal  relations  with  thirty-six  Grand  Lotlges,  which  comprised  nearly 
all  the  Masonic  Grand  Bodies  on  this  continent,  and  some  in  Europe. 
The  doctrine  of  Grand  Lodge  Sovereignty  is  prominently  brought  to  the 
front  in  the  jiroceedings. 

1874. 

This  year  was  made  memorable  by  the  withdrawal  of  Grand  Lodge  of 
Canada  from  this  Province,  and  the  uniting  of  her  private  lodges  with  this 
Grand  Lodge.  This  happy  event  was  the  occasion  of  much  congratula- 
tion. Since  that  time  these  two  Grand  Botlies  have  maintained  the 
utmost  cordial  and  fraternal  relationship,  each  toward  the  other.  At  the 
Annual  Communication  of  this  year  an  earnest  desire  was  expressed  for 
the  early  adjustment  of  the  difficulties  between  England,  Scotlavid  and 
ourselves. 

1875. 

M.  W.  Bro.  Dunbar  announced  in  hie  address  that  forty-three  Grand 
Lodges  had  acknowledged  this  Grand  Lodge  as  the  sovereign  Masonic 
authority  in  and  for  the  Province  of  Quebec.  Among  these  was  the 
honored  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland.  He  also  communicated  the  intelligence 
that  England  had  offered  recognition  on  terms  similar  to  those  ujKtn 
which  she  had  recognized  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  as  stated  here- 
tofore. He  referred  this  important  matter  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  its 
"  careful  consideration."  After  much  discussion,  the  following  resolution 
was  passed  by  a  vote  of  eighty-four  against  seven : 

"  That  the  consideration  of  the  acceptance  by  this  Grand  Ix»dge  of  re- 
"  cognition  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  in  the  terms  proposed  by  the 
"  latter,  as  set  forth  in  the  address  of  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master,  l>e  poet- 
"  poned  until  the  next  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  a 
"  committee  be  appointed  by  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master  to  confer  with 
"  Lodges  now  existing  in  this  Province  under  warrants  from  other  juris- 
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"  dictions,  with  a  view  to  effect,  if  ix>ssil)le,  tlio  ami(!al)le  junction  of  said 
"  Lodges  witli  tliis  Grand  Ijodge,  and  tliat  said  committee  report  progress 
"  to  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  IMaster,  from  time  to  time,  in  order  tliat  sncli 
"  report  may  be  sul)mitt*)d  for  tlie  consideration  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
"  wliose  decision  only  in  the  matter  shall  be  final." 


1876. 

Again  M.  W.  Bro.  J.  H.  Graham,  presided  in  the  Grand  East.  We 
learn  that  he  aj>pointed  a  Committee  in  accordance  with  tlie  foregoing  re- 
solution, "  He  exceedingly  regretted  to  report  that  no  conference  had  been 
had,  chieily  on  account  of  the  non-co-operation  of  the  said  private  lodges," 
to  wit :  St.  Lawrence,  St.  Paul,  St.  George  and  Elgin.  I  would  recom- 
mend brethren  to  read  the  correspondence  had  at  that  time  on  this  sub- 
ject. He  again  declared  "  That  the  exclusive  sovereignty  of  each  Gsand 
"  Lodge  within  its  own  territory  must  be  maintained.  It  is  the  foundation 
"  and  coiiestone  of  our  Grand  Lodge  existence,  and  the  principal  source  of 
"  our  unity,  harmony  and  prosperity.  For  many  obvious  and  important 
"  reasons  he  could  not  recommend  the  acceptance  by  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
"  conditional  recognitions  proffered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England." 
This  view  was  endorsed  by  the  Board  of  general  purposes.  The  reix)rt 
declares  that  we  had  received  recognition  from  forty-two  Grand  Bodies. 
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1877. 

M.  W.  Bro.  Dunbar  again  presided.  He  conveyed  the  gratifying  intel- 
ligence "  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  had  opened  fraternal  com- 
munication, and  had  exchanged  Grand  Representatives  with  this  Grand 
Lodge."  This  gav(>,  great  pleasure  to  the  fraternity.  It  was  thought 
another  foreign  element  had  been  removed  from  our  midst.  That  the 
goal  of  Indejjendence  and  Sovereignty  was  almost  within  our  grasp 
Vain  hope. 

1878. 

This  Masonic  year,  that  dawned  so  auspiciously,  closed  amid  confusion. 
During  this  period  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  withdrew  her  recognition 
and  recalled  her  commission  to  her  Grand  Representative  here.  Not 
satisfied  with  this  she  granted  charters  to  form  two  new  lodges  within 
the  limits  of  this  Province.  The  then  G.  M.  M.  W.  Bro.  Tait,  "  Lost  no 
"  time  in  issuing  a  proc^lamation  declaring  such  action  on  part  of  Grand 
"  Lotlge  of  Scotland  as  an  unjustifiable  and  unlawful  invasion  of  the  ter- 
"  ritory  and  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  declaring  the  warrants 
"  irregular  and  susj)ending  intercourse  between  this  Grand  Lodge  and  all 
"  in  obedience  thereto,  and  the  G.  L.  of  Scotland  and  all  in  obedience 
"  thereto."    G.  M.  Tait,  continuing  his  very  able  address,  says  : 
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"  Brethren,  not  only  doex  tl>o  question  of  the  recent  action  of  the 
"  Grand  Lodge  of  Scothmd  now  come  before  you  for  your  consideration, 
"  but  it  seems  to  mo  a  litting  time  lias  arrived  to  consider  jienerally  your 
"  relations  to  those  foreign  Grand  Lodges  which  had,  at  the  formation  of 
"  our  Grand  Lodge,  and  still  have,  subordinate  lodges  in  our  jurisdiction 
"  working  under  them,  as  well  as  these  subordinate  lodges  themselves. 

"  Brethren,  you  have  seriously  to  consider  if  jtutient  i)rotest  against 
"this  stale  of  things  may  not  pass  into  tacit  acqtiiescence.  I  leave 
•'  the  whole  matter  in  your  hands,  believing  that  you  will  give  the 
"subject  that  consideration  it  deserves,  and  take  only  such  steps  as 
"  will  advance  the  interests  of  IMasonry  in  general,  and  this  Grand  Lodge 
"  in  particular." 

The  Board  of  General  purposes,  in  reporting  on  the  G.  M.  atldress, 
used  the  following  strong  language: 

"  Under  these  circumstances — under  this  great  provocation — all  its 
olfers  of  fraternal  intercourse  und  protection  to  these  foreign  lodges, 
which  existed  hero  prior  to  the  recent  action  of  the  G.  L.  of  Scotland, 
having  boon  rejected — it  is  surely  time  for  this  Grand  Lodge,  if  it 
desires  to  maintain  the  respect  of  the  Craft  throughout  the  world,  the 
esteem  of  its  sister  Grand  Lodges,  and  the  support  and  obetlituico  of  its 
own  brethren,  to  assert  and  maintain  the  authority  and  discipline  with 
which,  as  a  Grand  Lodge,  it  has  been  intrusted,  and  to  proclaim  and 
enforce,  as  far  as  jwssible,  by  all  pro{X)r  and  lawfid  means,  that  no 
lodge  of  Freemasons  shall  exist  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  which  shall 
not  own  allegiance  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Lodge  of 
Quebec; — obey  the  laws  made  by  it  for  the  go\ernment  of  lodges  and 
members  of  lodges — and  contribute  its  portion  to  tl\)  support  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  and  the  relief  of  distressed  Itrethren,  whether  of  our  own 
jurisdiction,  or  who,  coming  from  other  countries,  may  be  here  in  want 
and  distress — and  that  all  lodges  not  acknowledging  this  allegiance, 
and  giving  this  support  and  obedience  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec, 
shall  be  declared  irregular  and  illegal  lodges,  no  matter  by  what 
authority  they  may  assume  to  act." 

The  following  resolution,  moved  by  our  late  lamented  W.  B.  Simpson, 
seconded  by  M.  W.  Bro.  Dunbar,  was  passed: 

"  Resolved, — That  the  M.  \V.  the  Grand  IMaster  be  and  is  hereby  earn- 
"estly  requested  and  authorized,  either  by  personal  interview  or  by  the 
"  appointment  of  a  delegate  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  to  endeavor 
"  to  secure  a  si)oedy  and  amicable  solution  of  all  pending  dilHculties 
"  between  the  two  Grand  Lodges,  and  that  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master 
"  do  report  the  result  of  this  mission." 
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1879. 

M,  W.  Bro.  Tait  again  Grand  Master.  The  committee  referred  to 
above  wis  named  by  the  G.  M.  Circumstances  prevented  the  meml)ers 
thereof  from  going  to  England,  as  was  anticipated.  From  tlie  reports  of 
difl'erent  Grand  Lodges,  it  appeared  that  the  Grand  Master  was  fully 
sustained  in  the  issuing  of  his  proclamation  regarding  the  Scottish 
invasion. 

1880. 

Again  M.  W.  Bro.  CJraham  presided  over  tlie  deliberations  of  this 
Grand  Lodge.  Under  the  head  of  "  England  and  Scotland,"  he  expressed 
strong  hope  "That  in  the  then  imniediate  future  he  would  be  able 
"  to  communicate  to  G.  L.  a  happy  settlement  of  all  our  dilticulties. 
"  Correspondence  and  events  strengthened  his  expectations."  "  But," 
he  wont  on  to  say,  "  should  it  be  that  these  seemingly  well-grounded 
"  anticipations  of  a  ixmceful,  honorable  anil  constitutional  adjustment  of 
"  these  unhappy  international  differences  be  not  soon  reali/Avl,  the  Grand 
"  Lodge  of  Quebec  w  ill  be  fully  prepared  for  any  other  emergency  which 
"may  unhappily  arise;  and,  in  case  it  is  unfortunately  required  (which 
"  w'e  fervently  trust  may  not  be),  there  will  be  in  readiness  to  submit,  for 
"  approval  of  (irand  Lodge,  at  an  Emergent  Comnmnication,  if  need  be, 
"  such  a  course  of  action  as,  I  believe,  will  be  strictly  w  arranted  by  the 
"  constitutions  and  ancient  practices  of  the  Fraternity ;  and  will,  in  my 
"  opinion,  be  generally  sanctioned  and  sustained  by  the  Craft,  as  "  Quebec  " 
"  has  hitherto  been  by  nearly  all  the  regular  sister  Grand  Lodges  of  the 
"world." 

At  this  time  we  were  in  fraternal  intercourse  with  sixty  Grand  Lodges. 
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1881. 

During  this  year  the  three  Lodges  under  the  Scotch  registers  (Elgin,  King 
Solomon  and  Argyle)  suriendered  their  charters  and  united  with  us.  A 
happy  consummation  of  the  earnest  and  devoted  labors  of  faithful  brethren 
whose  names  will  long  be  remembered.  There  then  remained  the  three 
lodges  under  English  Register,  standing  a  barrier  to  our  supreme  exclu- 
sive Masonic  jurisdiction  in  this  Province.  To  attain  this  end,  so  fer- 
vently desired  in  the  interest  of  this  Grand  Lodge  and  of  the  Crafi  at 
large,  M.  W.  Bro.  Graham  brought  the  full  force  of  his  ISIasonic  wisdom, 
his  great  abilities  and  untiring  zeal  and  earnestness.  The  correspondence 
with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  was  renewed,  Grand  Master  Graham 
addressing  himself  directly  to  His  Royal  Highness  the  G.  M.  of  England, 
and  in  a  series  of  letters  that  stand  unexcelled  in  Masonic  literature,  as- 
sailed and  carried  every  stronghold  and  barrier  erected  by  that  Grand 
Body.    He  corrected  mistakes  made  by  its  Grand  Secretary,  shewed  the 
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errors  into  whidi  he  Fiad  fallen.  Provo<l  most  oonclnsively  that  England 
had  not  so  thorough  a  knowledge  of  Masonic  matters  on  this  continent  as 
she  might  have. 

From  constitutional  preceflents  derived  even  from  the  records  of 
'.Trand  Lodges  of  England  and  Scotland,  from  the  jurisdictions  of  other 
ftorHouK  of  thci  Old  Worltl,  as  well  as  the  new,  he  established  In-yond  a 
doubt  that  we  were,  and  are,  entitled  to  have  and  maintain  exclusive 
^lasonic  jurisdictioii  in  this  Province.  Ho  urged  tlio  expediency,  in  the 
interests  uf  the  Craft  here  and  elsewhere,  "That  England  either  recall 
"and  cancel  the  warrants  of  these  three  lodges,  or  that  they  become  of 
"  olxidience  to  the  G.  L.  of  (Jtiebec.  That  the  j'int  occupancy  of  this 
'  territory  by  two  Grand  Bodies  was  tending  to  produce  much  uiieasi- 
•' ness,  discord  and  confusion  among  the  ("raft."  No  more  eari.est  and 
forcible  language  could  have  l)ecn  uted,  yet  all  in  the  most  fraternal 
spirit.  But  what  availed  the  argument,  the  prptest  and  almost  pleading  ? 
The  Grand  Secretary  (jf  that  Grand  Lodge,  in  reply  to  one  of  the  above 
mentioned  letters,  said  :  "  With  reference  to  the  points  once  more  urged 
"  in  your  letter  on  the  subject  of  the  English  lodges  by  you,  IL  K.  H.  our 
"  Grand  Master  can  only  again  express  his  regret  that  he  cannot  comply 
"  with  your  wishes."  Another  communication  was  addressed  to  His 
Kojal  Highness  under  date  of  June  14,  1881.  This  received  a  brief 
fraternal  reply.  The  ultimatum  had  been  given.  The  correspondence 
closed.      Further  representations   and  appeals  would  be  of  no  avail. 

At  the  last  communication  of  this  G.  L.  held  in  the  city  of  Quebec, 
the  M.  W.  the  then  G.  M.  in  a  masterly  and  most  exhausive  manner  set 
forth  our  cause  and  pretentions.  Yet,  no  relief  is  atforded,  aggressions 
are  more  frequent  and  of  a  more  virulent  nature.  In  the  address  delivered 
on  that  occasion  we  find  the  following: 

"  Frequent  and  continued  violations  with  seaming  intent  and  avidity, 
"  of  fundamental  laws  governing  the  craft  here,  such  as  the  acceptance  of 
"  material  rejected  by  Quebec  lodges,  and  the  like  iiregularities,  and  with 
"  which  probably  no  other  Grand  Lodge  would  luive  borne  with  as  long 
"  iis  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  has ;  and  thus  the  circumstances  have 
"  been  increasingly  aggravated,  and  have  thereby  put  a  still  greater 
"  strain  upon  the  forbearance  of  this  Grand  Ivodge." 

I  have  thus  endeavored  to  followtheprincipleof  exclusive  jurisdiction 
as  understood  by  this  G.  L.  from  the  time  of  its  formation  until  I  was 
called  upon  to  preside  over  its  deliberations  and  measurably  guide  its 
destinies.  Another  year  has  passed,  and  I  fear  the  breach  is  wider  to- 
day than  it  was.  The  happy  realization  of  our  fond  hopes,  labors  and 
efforts,  seems  indetinately  deferred.  If  we  may  judge  from  the  tone  of  the 
public  press,  a  most  deplorable  state  of  affairs  exists  in  masonic  circles  in 
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tliis  Provinco,  and  all  ariHin>j  out  of  England's  determination  to  main- 
tain her  position,  or  rather  [Hirhaiw  th(^  detormi nation  of  these  three 
private  lodges  to  (tontinut*  with  that  (irand  Ho<ly  and  l)id  dofianre  to  the 
only  legally  constituted  Masonic  authority  now  existing  in  this  Province. 
England  iuis  recognized  (Jrand  Lodges  who,  in  their  turn,  have  recog- 
niztnl  us.     They  Her  peer,  We  Their  j)t<er,  and  yet  not  Her  {nier. 

Tn  recognizing  tlu*  (Jrand  Lodge  of  I'tuinsylvania,  the  (Irand  Ixxlgo 
of  England  used  tlie  following  language,  sentiments  so  inconsistent 
with  iier  prestMit  attitude  toward  us :  "  Having  inmised  your  hook 
"  of  Constitutions,  wi*  reflect  with  pleasure  that  tin*  Grand  Lodgj^  of 
"England  has  given  birth  to  a  < irand  Lodge  in  the  Western  World, 
"  whose  strict  adherence  to  the  ancient  and  inunutabie  lundnuirks  of 
"  our  Order  reflects  lienor  on  its  original  founders.  We  conceive  that  in 
"constituting  your  (irand  Lodge  we  necessarily  comnmnicated  to  it  the 
"same  indeiKmdent  Masonic  authority  within  your  jurisdiction  which 
"  W(*  ourselves  posscssetl  within  ours;  amenable  to  no  suin-rior  jurisdic- 
'•  tion  under  Heaven,  and  subject  only  to  the  imnmt'ablo  landmarks  of 
"  the  Order.  All  (Irand  Lodges  in  ^Masonry  being  nettcssarily  free,  iiide- 
"  IKMident  and  (^tiniiiollent  within  their  respective  jurisdictions,  which  con- 
"sequi^ntly  excludes  the  idea  of  subjection  to  any  foreign  authority,  or 
"  tlie  establishnu^nt  of  an  impcmnn  hi  impcrio." 

She,  to  whom  we  are  l)ound  by  so  many  ties,  refuses  to  do  fc»r  us  that 
which  she  has  done  for  *lie  stranger.  The  (piestion  now  comes  with 
incr'uised  forcii,  sliidl  iiiis  state  of  a'liiirs  Icjuger  continue?  Shall  we 
tamely  and  (|uietly  sui)mit  to  have  our  rigiits  trespassed  on  and  our 
territory  (tccupied  by  others?  Shall  we  contx.Mit  ourselves  with  the 
delusive  declaration  that  we  are  a  soven^ign  grand  body  ?  >\'ith  all  due 
difference  to  that  Mother  (irand  Lodge  whom  we  love  so  nuich,  and  of 
whose  ancestry,  benevolence,  renown  and  glory  we  are  so  proud,  1  unhesi- 
tatingly answer  no!  The  time  for  action  has  arrived.  1  fear  a  longer 
submission  will  tarnish  our  fair  name  and  record  with  those  sixty-three 
Ciirand  Lodges  who  have  extended  to  us  the  fraternal  lian<l  of  welcome  as 
being  their  peer,  an  indeiiendeiit  Sovereign  (irand  Body.  Many  of  them 
received  us  in  an  hour  of  danger  and  peril,  gave  us  much  comfort  and 
support,  and  wished  us  God  si^eed.  Our  Masonic  standing  in  the  Masonic 
world,  our  honor,  dignity  and  integrity  demand  your  earnest  and  imme- 
diate attention  to  this  question.  Let  us  either  exercise  our  constitutional 
privileges  and  maintain  the  landmarks,  or  hereafter  hold  our  peace.  We 
have  done  all  in  our  power  to  obtain  an  amicable  adjustment  of  these 
differences.  I  advise  that  we  now  assert  our  rights,  avow  our  iiosition. 
That  all  who  are  not  with  us  are  against  us,  and  declare  Masonic  non- 
intercouse  with  those  Lodges  who  will  not  array  themselves  beneath  our 
banner  and  join  our  register.    This  to  be  preceded  by  due  notice.    Such,

after  much  thought  and  reflection,  are  my  views.  I  submit  them  to  you, 
leaving  the  matter  in  your  hands,  believing  tliat  your  calm  and  deliberate 
judgment  will  dictate  to  you  that  which  is  for  the  l)est. 

Secular  Pkbss. 

During  the  past  year  articles  have  appeared  denouncing  the  fraternity 
in  no  measured  terms.  We  have  l^een  acccused  of  shielding  and  covering 
other  secret  organizations  with  our  mantle.  I  have  not  deemed  it  my 
duty  to  controvert  such  assertions,  trusting  to  the  working  of  the  order 
to  disjiel  these  delusions.  In  this  Province,  aa  elsewhere,  we  seek  to  accom- 
plish good,  not  to  sow  the  seeds  of  discord  and  evil.  We  know  no  Isms, 
either  in  theology,  politics  or  society.  We  submissively  yield  obedience  to 
the  powers  that  bo,  whether  in  Church  or  State.  We  assail  n<}  man's  (!on- 
victions.  We  seek  not  converts.  We  acknowledge  one  God,  and  the  Bible 
as  his  revealed  will.  Wo  believe  in  His  Fatherhood  and  the  brotherhood 
of  man.  We  most  emphatically  deny  that  we  are  in  fellowship  or  com- 
nmnion  with  any  other  secret  society . 


Conclusion. 

The  year  now  closing  has  been  one  of  anxiety,  trial  and  perplexity. 
Those  who  know  us  not  have  spoken  ill  of  us.  But  our  fiercest  assailants 
have  been  from  within.  They  have  been  wicked  and  malicious.  They  have 
brought  reproach  on  this  time-honored  institution.  They  have  caused  the 
finger  of  scorn  to  be  pointed  at  us.  They  have  caused  the  inquiry, — Where 
now  are  your  principles  ?  They  have  caused  our  hitherto  good  name  and 
legal  status  to  be  questioned.  Theirs  be  the  responsibility.  Freemasonry 
in  the  past  has  undergone  trying  ordeals,  and  has  come  forth  triumphant, 
Discouragement  and  failure  are  not  emblazoned  on  our  standard.  Faith- 
fully, earnestly  let  us  pursue  the  even  tenor  of  our  way,  living  rather  than 
talking  Masonry.  Continuing  such  a  course,  victory  will  attend  our  efforts. 

I  must  express  my  thanks  to  our  venerable  Grand  Secretary  for  his 
faithful  attention  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  as  well  as  to  all  my  associate 
officers. 

To  the  eminent  brethren  who  have  preceded  me  I  am  under  great 
obligation  for  their  words  of  counsel  and  advice. 

The  thanks  of  this  G.  L.,  and  my  own,  are  due  to  M.  W.  Bro.  A.  A. 
Stevenson,  P.  G.  M.,  and  M.  W.  Bro.  Thos.  White,  M.P.,  P.  G.  M.,  for 
valuable  services  rendered  during  the  year.  I  should  be  an  unfaithful 
chronicler  did  I  not  in  this  connection  make  special  mention  of  the  names 
of  M.  W.  Bro.

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GRAND  SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 
The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  the  following  report : 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Orand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  A.  F.  &  A.  M. 

Your  Grand  Secretary  begs  to  present  this  his  report  for  the  past  year 
viz.,  from  15th  January,  1883,  to  similar  date  of  present  year ;  at  the  same 
time  to  submit  copies  of  the  correspondence  of  his  office  for  that  period. 

Since  last  audit  and  inspection  of  books  the  aggregate  amount  of  two 
thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety-eight  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents  has 
been  received  on  account  of  Grand  Lodge  from  the  different  sources 
detailed  in  the  annexed  statement,  and  paid  over  to  the  R.*.  W.\  tlio 
Grand  Treasurer,  as  per  his  receipts  herewith  produced . 

The  following  named  lodges  are  in  arrears  of  dues  to  Grand  Lodge  for 
a  period  of  twelve  months  and  over ;  under  the  provisions  of  the  Consti- 
tution, they  are  disqualified  from  being  represented  at,  or  taking  any  part 
in  the  proceedings  of  Grand  Lodge  at  the  present  communication : — 
Prevost,  No.  7 ;  Excelsior,  No.  46 ;  Corner  Stone,  No.  37 ;  Browne,  No.  24 ; 
Aylmer,  No.  22  ;  OUve  Branch,  No.  50 ;  Rouville  U.D. 

Your  Grand  Secretary  has  again  to  bring  to  your  notice  the  fact,  that 
the  warrant  of  Constitution,  books,  papers,  and  property  of  Aylmer 
Lodge,  No.  22,  are  not  in  possession  of  Grand  Lodge,  nothwithstanding 
that  the  Lodge  has  ceased  to  work  for  a  period  of  over  two  years,  and 
that  demand  has  been  made  for  them  through  the  R.*.  W.'.  Dis.*.  Dep.-. 
Grand  Master  for  Ottawa  district,  who  reports  that  they  are  in  possession 
of  R.*.  W.*.  Bro.*.  Dr.  Church  of  Aylmer,  one  of  the  Past  Masters  of  the 
Lodge. 
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The  dispensations  issued  to  establish  Ronville  Ixxlge  at  Rougemont, 
and  St.  Louis  Lodjjo  at  Lachine,  are  not  returned  to  Grand  Lod>?o.  The 
former  was  in  operation  only  for  a  few  months ;  the  latter  never  fully 
organized. 

Your  Grand  Sorrotary  at  the  last  Annual  Communication  of  Grand 
Ijodgo,  in  his  quality  of  Grand  Librarian,  ventured  to  offer  a  suggestion 
with  the  view  to  aid  and  increase  Grand  Lodge  Library.  His  proposition 
has  not  been  mot  as  enthusiastically  as  he  had  anticipated ;  the  following 
Lodges  only  have  responded,  each  sending  the  amount  sot  opposite  its

The  above  total  sum  is  with  Your  Grand  Secretary  awaiting  instruc- 
tions as  to  its  disposal. 

No  outlay  has  been  expended  during  the  year  on  account  of  the 
Library,  and  Your  Grand  Secretary  is  encouraged  to  hope  that  a  grant 
will  be  made  at  the  present  session  sufficient,  at  the  least,  to  have  all 
unbound  matters  put  into  volumes. 

Your  Grand  Secretary  ventures  to  express  the  hope  that  a  disposition 
will  yet  be  shown  by  the  Craft  of  the  Jurisdiction  to  aid  and  foster  the 
Library  when  its  utility  will  be  more  generally  recognized. 

Your  Grand  Secretary  requires  that  notice  be  taken  of  the  fact,  that 
in  returns  made  to  his  office  from  subordinate  Lodges  it  sometimes 
happens  that  the  given  or  surname  of  members  reported  are  not  correctly 
sent,  such,  for  instance,  as  "  Charles  John  Smith,"  should  be  "  John 
Charles  Smith."  The  consequence  is  a  Grand  Lodge  certificate  is  issued 
for  "  C.  J.  S.,"  which  is  returned  and  a  new  one  demanded  for  "  J.  C.  S." 
As  this  is  not  an  unfrequent  occurrence,  and  as  each  certificate  costs 
about  fifty  cents,  the  sum  thus  lost  to  Grand  Lodge  is  not,  on  the 
aggregate,  inconsiderable. 

Your  Grand  Secretary  suggests  that  if  such  cases  occur  in  the  future 
the  Lodge  with  whom  the  mistake  originates  shall  be  held  to  pay  full 
charge  for  a  duplicate  certificate. 
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Your  Grand  Secretary  in  tlio  prosecution  of  certain  of  his  doflned 
duties  during  the  pa«t  year,  lias  Ikhju  Huiyoctod  to  some  trifling?  annoy- 
an(x),  aiiHing  out  of  Iiis  arrcNton  ilio  charge  of  publlsliing  "a  criminal 
libol."  IIo  attachoH  no  importance  to  tlie  occurroiico,  hut  as  it  lias 
trnnsi)irod,  in  tlio  iwrformanco  of  routine  duty  it  is  incumbent  tliat  it  bo 
mentioned.  TlioBO  are  the  facets.  In  the  montli  of  August  last,  a 
Wor.'.  Master  of  a  Fiodge  in  tlie  ( 'ity  of  Montreal,  liolding  under  a  Foreign 
jurisdiction,  namely,  that  of  England,  induced  by  motives  into  whicli 
Your  Grand  Secretary  dectlinos  to  be  interested,  (could  it  bo  the  hoi)e — 
illusive  ho{)e!— to  imitede  tlie  progress  of  this  Grand  Lodge  ?)  Mahhcd 
Your  Grand  SirnUtri/  vith  a  fiallnr  !  Tlie  victim  still  survives  I  nud  haa 
the  satisfaction  to  see  that  Grand  Lo<lge,  having  gotten  rid  of  the  insigni- 
ficant aggressor,  continues  its  course  "onward  and  forward,"  api)arently 
oblivious  of  the  event. 

•Your  Grand  Secretary  hopes  the  G.  L.  of  Q.  may  never  have  a  more 
formidable  opponent.

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REPORTS  OF  DISTRICT  DEPUTY  GRAND  MASTERS. 


QUEBEC  AND  THREE  RIVERS. 

The  Grand  Secretary  in  the  absence  of  R.*.  W.'.  Bro.  Samuel 
Kenedy,  D/.  D/.  G.*.  M.*.  for  Quebec  and  Three  Rivers,  for  that 
Broth3r  presented  and  read  the  following  report : — 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master,  Officers  and  Brethren  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Qmbec,  A.  F.  and  A.  M. 

In  accordance  with  the  Constitution,  I  submit  my  report  upon  the 
Stat©  of  Masonry  in  the  district  over  which  I  have  had  tlie  honour  to  be 
elected  D.  D.  G.  M. 

The  number  of  Lodges  remain  as  at  last  Annual  Communication,  five 
chartered,  and  one  working  under  dispensation.  I  regret  that  circum- 
stances beyond  my  control  made  it  impossible  for  me  to  visit  the  Lodges 
in  my  district  other  than  those  of  the  city  and  immediate  vicinity. 

During  the  month  of  December  last  I  wrote  to  the  Secretaries  of 
Shawenegan  and  Good  Samaritan  Lodges  but  received  reply  only  from 
the  latter,  the  address  to  the  former  being,  I  presume,  at  fault. 

Rev.  Bro.  Blaylock,  Secretary  of  "  Good  Samaritan,"  gives  a  very  cheer- 
ing account  of  the  progress  made  by  the  Lodge  since  formation,  and  pro- 
spects of  continued  prosperity.  They  have  doubled  their  number  during 
the  past  year,  and  trust  to  make  material  addition  to  the  same  in  the 
near  future.  I  would  recommend  that  a  "  Regular  Wairant "  as  prayed 
for  be  substituted  for  the  dispensation  under  which  they  have  hitherto 
existed  and  worked. 

On  the  25th  June  I  had  the  pleasure  of  installing,  assisted  by  W.  Bros. 
Higgins,  of  Albion,  and  Lee,  of  St.  John's  Lodges,  the  W.  Master  and 
CXHcers  elect  of  Tuscan  liodge,  and  feel  convinced  that  under  the  Officers 
then  installed,  it  will  continue  to  hold  the  high  position  it  ha.s  hitherto 
occupied,  viz.:  of  being  one  of  the  really  live  lodges  of  this  jurisdiction. 

The  city  I-odges  have  enjoyed  during  the  past  year  a  very  fair  mea- 
sure of  prosperity ,  the  numbers  added  being,  circumstances  and  sur- 
roundings considered,  very  satisfactory. 

AVith  sincere  regret  I  have  to  report  that  death  has  taken  from  our 
midst  V.'.  W.*.  Bro.  M.  Winn,  late  of  Albion  Lodge,  who  was  called  from 
labour  to  rest  suddenly  in  October  last.  Bro.  Winn  was  known  to  the 
fraternity  as  an  earnest  hardworking  mason,  conscientious  in  the  dis- 
charge of  every  duty.  He  was  buried  with  Masonic  honours,  and  the 
large  number  who  attended  to  pay  that  last  tribute  of  respect  to  his 
memory,  bore  ample  testimony  to  the  estimation  in  which  our  deparU>d 
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brother  M'as  held  by  the  fraternity  of  the  district.  I  would  respectfully 
recommend  that  a  page  in  the  proceedings  of  Grand  Lodge  be  inscribed 
to  his  memory. 

Owing  to  illness  I  was  compelled  to  forego  the  pleasure  of  installing 
the  Ofiicers  elect  of  the  several  lodges  of  the  city  on  St  John's  Day. 
Those  ceremonies  were  very  kindly  and  most  ably  performed  by  our 
D.*.  G.'.  M.*.  R'.*  W.'.  Bro.  E.  Fitch,  to  whom  I  beg  here  to  tender  my  sincere 
thanks 

The  masons  of  the  city  and  vicinity  celebrated  St.  John's  Day  by  hold- 
ing Divine  Service,  for  which  a  dispensation  to  appear  thereat  in  regalia 
was  granted,  the  various  lodges  were  well  represented,  and  an  appro- 
priate sermon  preached  on  the  occasion  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  R*.  W.*. 
Bro.  Rev.  M.  M.  Fothergill. 

In  conclusion,  I  tender  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  brethren  of  the 
district  for  the  more  than  kindness  invariably  shewn  me  on  every  occa- 
sion of  our  meeting  official  or  otherwise.

R.-.  W.-.  Bro.  J.  Frederic  Walker,  D.'.D.-.  G.*.  M.-.  for  the  Montreal 
District  made  the  following  report : 

To  tJie  Most  Worshipfvl  (lie  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  A.  F.  and  A.  .M. 
In  my  last  report  I  mentioned  the  prosperous  and  harmonious  condition 
of  the  craft  in  the  Montreal  district.  During  the  year  just  past,  the 
prosperity  has  been  still  greater,  and  the  harmony  and  good  feeling  lias 
been  such  as  to  convince  all,  that  the  brethren  of  the  Q.  R.  in  the 
Montreal  District  are  embued  with  the  true  spirit  of  our  Craft. 

The  lodgerj  remain  the  same  in  number  as  last  year,  twenty-three,  but 
Antiquity  No.  1,  and  Victoria  No.  26,  have  completed  all  arrangements 
for  amalgamation,  which  now  only  needs  the  confirmation  of  Grand 
Lodge  to  drop  the  latter  from  its  register,  all  the  members  of  Victoria 
have  been  placed  upon  the  roll  of  Antiquity,  and  the  charter  of  Victoria 
has  been  handed  to  me  to  be  returned  to  this  Grand  Body. 

Hochelaga  lodge,  No.  57,  by  a  vote  of  sixteen  against  four,  decided  to 
move   its  place  of  meeting  to  a  situation   more  convenient  to  the 
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majority  of  its  members.  This  resolution  was  submitted  to  me  for 
approval.  After  my  approval  had  been  given,  I  received  a  protest  from 
seven  members  of  the  lod<?e,  against  the  place  of  meeting  being  changed, 
but  having  granted  permission,  I  considered  that  it  was  out  of  my  power 
to  interfere  until  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  lodge  should  again  decide 
to  remove. 

I  have  visited  all  the  lodges  in  my  district  once,  and  many  of  them 
several  times,  and  I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  work  done  by  the 
officers,  the  interest  displayed  by  the  members,  and  the  determination 
of  all,  that  the  fair  fame  of  masonry  should  not  suffer  through  those 
attached  to  the  register  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec ;  thus  proving  to 
the  Avorld  at  large,  and,  what  is  of  more  importance  to  ourselves,  that  the 
falsehoods  and  slanders,  circulated  by  the  enemies  of  Freemasonry  in 
this  district,  can  neither  make  us  swerve  from  the  right  path,  or  create 
discord  in  our  ranks.  I  take  this  opportunity  of  giving  a  most  emphatic 
denial  to  the  untruthful  statements  which  have  been  made,  anonymously, 
in  the  press. 

As  a  sample,  I  will  take  the  only  case  which  can  be  located,  as  in  it 
a  name  has  been  mentioned.  It  is  as  follows: — "Recently,  P.".  M.*.  Dunn, 
"  of  Zetland,  just  after  the  lodge  closed,  took  oflf  his  jewel,  and  laid  it  on 
"  the  Secretary's  desk.  He  then  turned  round  and  put  on  his  overcoat, 
"  and  having  done  so,  he  immediately  turned  again  to  the  desk  and 
"  found  the  jewel  had  mysteriously  disappeared.  The  jewel  has  not  yet 
"  been  found." 

In  a  circular  dated  March,  1881,  signed  "  Loyal  Unity,'  it  was  stated 
"  Not  long  ago  one  of  its  Paet  Masters  was  robbed  in  the  Lodgo  Room." 

Is  this  the  same  case ;  if  bo,  why  designate  it  now  as  "  recently  "  ? 

As  a  matter  of  fact.  P.'.  M/.  Dunn  never  was  robbed  of  his  jewel.  It 
was  presented  to  him  some  years  ago  and  he  still  wears  it  with  pride, 
and  I  hope  may  long  continue  to  do  so. 

There  appears  a  desire  on  the  part  of  these  anonymous  writers  to  fix 
upon  our  lodges  the  stigma  of  intemperance.  Nothing  could  bo  more  false ; 
the  large  majority  of  the  lodges  in  this  district  insist  upon  their  festivals 
being  conducted  on  total  abstinence  principlee,  and  the  few  who  do  not, 
preserve  a  decorum  which  must  meet  the  approval  of  even  the  majority 
of  our  members  who  condemn  the  use  of  anything  stronger  than  coffee. 

I  would  point  with  pride  to  the  brethren  selected  by  the  various  lodges 
in  this  district,  as  rulers  for  the  ensuing  twelve  months,  their  high 
character  and  standing,  should  be  a  sufficient  answer  to  the  aspersions 
referred  to. 

I  must  thank  the  M.*.  W.*.  Grand  Master  for  his  many  kindnesses  in 
granting  dispensations  to  wear  regalia  at  the  various  social  entertain- 
ments held  by  the  different  lodges  in  this  district ;  for  being  present  and 
delivering  an  address  at  the  general  excursion  to  Highgate  Springs ;  and 
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for  the  official  visitations  he  made  to  Antiquity,  Mount  Moriah,  Ionic, 
Corinthian,  and  King  Solomon  lodges. 

As  this  will  be  my  last  report,  as  D.*.  D/.  G.*.  M/.  of  Montreal  District, 
perhaps  the  M/.  W.*.  Grand  Body  will  pardon  my  taking  the  opportunity 
to  bid  an  affectionate  farewell  to  the  District  over  which  I  have  presided 
for  more  than  two  years. 

To  say  that  I  have  been  treated  with  kindness  is  hardly  expressive 
enough,  and  if  I  searched  for  cause  of  complaint,  the  only  one  I  could 
find  would  be,  that  Masonry  has  been  so  successful,  and  the  enthusiasm 
so  great,  and  the  consequent  demand  upon  my  time  has  been  such,  that 
I  have  rarely  found  an  evening  that  I  could  devote  to  anything  but  the 
duties  of  my  office.

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The  Grand  Secretary,  in  the  absence  of  R.*.  W.*.  Bro.  H.  W. 
Wood,  D.'.  D.-.  G.-.  M.'.  for  Bedford  District,  for  that  Brother  pre- 
sented and  read  the  following  report : 

To  the  Most   Worshipful  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec 
A.  F.  and  A.  M. 

In  making  the  following  brief  report  of  the  state  of  Freemasonry  in 
the  district  of  Bedford,  I   have  to  state,  in  the  beginning,  I  regret 
very  much  that  I  have  been  unable  to  visit  all  the  lodges  in  the  district 
and  I  must  plead,  as  an  excuse  for  not  doing  so,  that  sickness  has  pre- 
vented me. 

However,  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  nearly  all  the  lodges  are  in 
a  very  prosperous  condition. 

The  only  ones  that  are  not  so,  are  Browne  Lodge,  at  West  Farnham, 
Prevost  Lodge,  No.  7,  at  Dunham,  and  (I  fear  I  must  add)  Olive  Branch, 
at  West  Shefford. 

I  think  it  would  be  in  the  interest  of  masonry  in  thii  District,  if  the 
members  of  these  lodges  would  see  fit  to  return  their  warrants  to  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

I  have  had  communication  with  the  officers  of  the  two  lodges  first 
named,  and  from  the  information  I  have  been  able  to  gain,  there  seems 
very  little  prospect  of  their  being  resuscitated. 
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With  regard  to  Ronville  Lodge,  I  have  to  report  that  1  have  lieen  unable 
to  get  an  answer  to  my  communication  addressed  to  the  supposed 
WorBhipful  Master  of  said  Lodge. 

Quite  a  number  of  the  Lodges  in  this  District  are  working  the  new 
ritual  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

I  may  mention  in  particular  that  I  was  greatly  pleased  at  the  manner 
in  which  I  saw  the  work  done  by  the  Worshipful  Masters  of  Shefford  and 
Frolighsburg  Lodges. 

The  increase  in  momborship  has  boon  quite  large  in  all  the  lodges 
I  have  visited,  and  the  material  solectod  seems  to  have  been  good  and 
fit  for  the  masonic  building. 

I  would  here  state  that  some  of  the  lodges  which  I  have  failed  to  visit 
are  anion;:  the  most  prosi)erous  in  the  District. 

The  following  lodges  applied  through  me  for  disiDonsations  to  appear 
publicly  in  regalia,  and  the  said  disiK^nsations  wore  granted  by  the  ^I.'.  W.*, 
the  Grand  Master,  viz. ;  Brome  Lake  Lodge,  for  the  purpose  of  attending 
Divine  Service  on  St  John's  day,  the  24th  June ;  Frelighsburg  Lodge,  for 
a  festival  on  25th  June ;  St.  John's  Lodge,  ^lansonville,  for  a  festival,  and 
public  installation  on  27th  December,  St.  John  the  Evangelist  day ;  Shef- 
ford Lodge,  for  a  festival  on  28th  December ;  and  Stanbridge  Lodge,  for  a 
festival  on  11th  January,  1884. 

On  November,  27th  I  had  the  satisfaction  with  R.*.  W.*.  Bro.  Isaac- 
son, Grand  Secretary,  of  attending  a  special  communication  of  Nelson 
Lodge,  St.  A  rmand  Station,  where  we  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  the  work 
of  the  tliird  degree  very  ably  exemplified  by  the  otiicers  of  a  lodge  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont,  and  hailing  from  St. 
Albans. 

The  only  subject  of  importance  likely  to  come  before  Grand  Lodge 
at  the  approaching  session  of  special  interest  to  the  Craft  in  this  dis- 
trict, is  the  notice  of  motion  given  by  V.'.  W.*.  Bro.  Moore,  in  reference 
to  the  division  of  the  District. 

After  taking  the  opinions  of  many  of  the  leading  masons  in  different 
parts  of  the  District,  and  giving  the  matter  very  careful  consideration, 
I  am  obliged  to  report  that,  in  my  opinion,  it  is  not  at  present  advisable 
to  divide  the  District  of  Bedford  into  two  districts. 

The  Masonic  District  is  at  present  co-terminus  with  the  judicial 
District  of  Bedford. 

There  is  a  probability  that  the  number  of  lodges  in  the  District  will 
be  less  than  at  present,  and  when  it  is  taken  into  consideration  that 
nearly  every  part  of  the  District  is  easy  of  access  by  rail,  it  would  seem 
that  there  need  be  no  great  difficulty  in  visiting  every  lodge  in  the 
District  once  during  the  masonic  year. 
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No  masonic  complaint  hae  been  made  to  me  during  the  year  with 
the  exception  of  one,  which  referred  to  the  jurisdiction  of  two  lodges, 
matter,  I  believe,  was  amicably  arranged. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  no  deaths  among  the  Craft  in  this 
District  during  the  past  year. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  return  my  sin(!ore  thanks  to  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  lodges  I  have  visited  for  the  cordial  and  fraternal  manner 
in  which  they  have  received  me.

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The  Conimitteo  on  "  Tho  State  of  Masonry  "  beg  to  report. 

Thoy  havc^  liad  submlttod  to  thorn  tlie  address  of  the  M.*.  W.-.  the 
Grand  Mast«ir  to  roi)ort  thereon  for  the  information  of  Grand  Lodge. 
In  tlx^  fidlihuont  of  tho  dnty  tlms  devolvin*,'  upon  them  they  have 
carefully  ixj/iisod  and  examined  the  same,  giving  to  each  subject  referred 
to  therein  their  earnest  consideration. 

With  the  preliminary  observations  of  the  M.-.  W.*.  the  Grand  Master, 
Your  Committee  are  in  perfect  accord.  They  hope  with  confidence  that 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  year  upon  which  we  have  entered,  when  the 
record  of  its  events  shall  have  been  written,  so  far  as  the  same  shall 
have  (concerned  the  Craft  hero,  it  will  be  found  transcribed,  that  our 
Masters  and  Overseers  have  accepted  with  alacrity,  and  discharged  with 
ability,  all  the  duties  and  responsibilities  incumbent  on  them— to  guide, 
instruct  and  govern ;  and  that  our  workmen  liave  been  found  skilful, 
lal  x.uus,  and  loyal  in  all  their  works  and  acts  ;  the  whole  working  in 
that  ix)aco  and  harmony  which  should  on  all  occasions  characterize 
Freemasons. 

AVith  the  M.'.  W.-.  Grand  Master,  Your  Committee  hope,  the  present 
meeting  of  Grand  Lodge  in  the  City  of  Sherbrooke  may  prove  as  well 
beneficial  to  its  generous  and  hospitable  inhabitants,  as  of  pleasure  and 
advantage  to  our  Society.  In  mixed  communities  such  as  we  have  in 
"  this  Canada  of  ours,"  and  which  are  fairly  illustrated  in  the  population 
of  the  city  wherein  we  are  now  holding  our  deliberations,  the  prejudices 
against  Freemasonry  existing  amongst  the  ill-informed  may  perchance 
be  dispelled,  or  at  least  mitigatec^  by  our  prudent  conduct  and  circum- 
sjxjct  behaviour  during  our  sojourn  in  their  midst.

Your  Committee  are  confident  that  the  Grand  Lodge  will  gladly 
accejit  as  its  own,  the  sentiments  of  the  Grand  Master  referring  to  Her 
Most  Gracious  ^Majesty,  (^ueen  Victoria,  and  to  their  illustrious  Brother, 
Albert  Edward,  Prince  of  Wales. 

Your  Committee  are  assured  that  the  words  of  the  M.;  W.*.  Grand 
Master  alluding  to  those  "  at  rest,"  will  find  a  sympathising  response 
in  the  heart  of  every  member  of  (irancl  Lodge.  The  two  late  eminent 
brothers  spoken  of— ^I.*.  W.*.  Bro.  W.  B.  Simpson  and  R.*.  W.*.  Bro. 
Borlase — will  ever  be  remembered  with  gratitude  and  respect  by  this 
Grand  Lodge  as  having  been  amongst  its  best  and  most  useful  friends 
and  advisers. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  a  memorial  page  for  each  be  set 
apart  in  tho  appendix  to  the  printed  proceedings  of  Grand  Tx)dge,  com- 
memorative of  their  virtues  and  services. 
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Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  utterances  of  the  M/.  W.*.  the 
Grand  Master  on  the  subject  of  "Charity  and  Benevolence."  are 
jmculiarly  suitable  to  the  occasion.  Tlioy  desire  to  direct  the  earnest 
attention  of  Grand  Lodge  thereto,  and  advise  that  at  this  session,  if  it  be 
found  practicable,  at  the  last,  some  of  the  suggestions  be  carried  into 
olFoct.  The  subject,  however,  will  doubtless  receive  the  attention  of  the 
Committeo  to  whom  such  matters  are  reforrod. 

Your  Committee  are  convinced  that  Grand  Lodge,  as  representing  the 
Craft  in  this  Province,  will  be  gratified  to  learn  that  the  reception  at  its 
last  meeting,  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  of  several  of  our  prominent 
oflicerK  and  members,  roJbrred  to  by  him  in  his  address,  was  of  so  flatter- 
ing a  nature — may  the  connection  and  attachment  now  existing  between 
the  two  bodies  ever  continue  as  between  mother  and  daughter,  the  for- 
mer exemplifying  all  the  excellencies  and  benefits  of  our  brotherhood, 
the  latter  zealously  following  in  the  footsteps  of  her  good  parent. 

Your  Committee,  with  the  M.*.  V,\:  the  Grand  Master,  liave  much 
satisfaction  in  noting  the  increased  tendency  of  our  brethren  to  attend 
Divine  service,  as  a  body,  at  least  once  during  each  year.  Our  records 
show  that  when  our  Grand  Lodge  was  first  established,  it  was  an  annual 
custom  for  its  members  during  session  "  to  ofibr  up  their  adoration  to  the 
]\Iost  High,  in  His  Temple." 

Your  Committee  would  advise  that  the  habit,  which  was  one  of  oui' 
first  Grand  Master,  be  re\  ived  and  continued. 

Your  Committeo  feel  that  the  announced  intended  amalgamation  of 
Lodge  of  Antiquity  No.  1  and  Victoria  No.  2G  will  be  received  with 
pleasure  as  it  has  been  demonstrated  that  the  result  will  be  to  the  advan- 
tage of  both. 

Your  Committee  are  confident  that  Grand  Lodge  will  approve  the 
remarks  offered  by  the  'M.:  W.*.  the  Grand  ]\Iaster  as  to  the  celebrations 
and  festivals  generally  observed  amongst  masons.  These  ceremonies 
tend  to  make  individual  members  of  the  Craft  better  known  to  each 
other  and  to  the  world  at  large,  so  creating  a  more  extended  "social" 
intercourse  which  cannot  but  resvdt  in  good  to  the  Craft. 

Especially  would  Your  Committee  direct  attention  of  Grand  Lodge 
to  the  remarks  of  M.*.  W.\  the  Grand  blaster  on  the  subject  of 
Tomjierance. 

If  our  Order  exjiects  to  keep  pace  with  the  progress  of  the  times,  to 
do  so,  its  members  must  be  guided  by  the  excellent  advice  on  this  head 
given  by  its  chief  ruler. 

Your  Committee  are  sure  that  Grand  Lodge  will  appreciate  the  labors 
of  the  past  year  of  the  M.*.  W.'.  the  Grand  Master — his  visitations  have 
been  most  acceptable — it  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  learn  from  him 
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that  ho  has  found  in  every  instance  his  executive  officers  so  efficient  and 
courtoous.  Grand  Lotlgo  will  doubtless  endorse  the  counsel  he  has  given 
to  promote  and  secure  such  prosperity  to  lodges  as  is  desirabla 

Your  Committee  advise  Grand  Lodge  to  ratify  the  appointments  of 
Grand  Representatives  near  Foreign  Grand  Lodges  made  during  the 
pa^t  year  by  the  M.*.  AV/.  the  Grand  Master,  and  reported  in  his  address. 

Your  Committee  heartily  concur  in  the  remarks  of  the  M/.  W/. 
Grand  Master  in  regard  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  "Wales,  and 
calling  to  mind  the  words  of  M/.  W.*.  P/.  Grand  Master  Graham  in  his 
address  to  this  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  Annual  Communication,  wherein 
he  said  "  that  should  it  further  appear  that  unjustifiable  and  unmasonic 
"  means  continue  to  be,  or  should  hereafter  be  taken  to  prevent  this 
"  legitimate  and  desirable  consummation  {i.  c,  the  adhesion  to  this  new 
Grand  Lodge  of  a  majority  of  lodges  in  that  Colony)  "  the  Grand  Lodge 
"  of  Quebec  may  then  deem  it  to  be  her  duty  to  consider  what  action 
"  shall  be  taken  by  her  under  the  circumstances  " ;  and  as  Your  Com- 
mittee are  thoroughly  convinced  that  such  unmasonic  means  have  been, 
and  continue  to  be,  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodges  in  the  mother  country, 
and  their  oflicials  in  New  South  Wales ;  and  that  many  of  the  lodges 
and  individual  brethren  have  been,  by  intimidation  and  otherwise,  pre- 
vented from  exercising  their  inherent  and  constitutional  rights  as 
Freemasons,  and  this  Grand  Lodge  deeming  it  to  b^  their  imperative 
duty  to  sympathize  with  and  support  in  such  and  such  like  circumstances 
their  brethren  in  the  dependencies  of  the  British  Empire,  and  elsewhere. 
Therefore,  Your  Committee  respectfully  and  earnestly  recommend  this 
Grand  Lodge  to  recognize  the  M.*.  W.*.  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South 
Wales,  as  entitled  to  have  and  to  exorcise  exclusive  sovereign  Masonic 
authority  in  said  Colony,  and  tViat  Grand  Representatives  be  interchanged 
therewith. 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  M.".  W.*.  the  Grand  Master 
did  wisely  in  submitting  to  Grind  Lodge  the  salient  and  more  important 
facts  enunciated  by  his  predecessors  in  regard  to  the  cause  which  had 
been  followed  by  them,  or  to  all  the  questions  involved  in  our  relation  to 
the  mother  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  all  of  which  has  boon  unanimously 
adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge  and  approved  of  by  nearly  all  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  the  world. 

Fully  recognising  the  grave  importance  to  this  Grand  Lodge  of  any 
proceedings  it  may  adopt  in  regards  to  its  relations  with  England  ;  and 
well  aware  of  the  measure  of  responsibility  they  assume  in  advising  in 
the  premises,  Your  Committee  desire  to  say,  that  they  have  pondered  well 
on  the  views,  expressions,  and  advice  of  the  M.*.  W.*.  G.*.  M.*.  on  the 
subject ;  they  have  carefully  followed  and  studied  his  statements  and 
arguments,  have  verified  each  and  every  one  of  them,  with  this  result, 
viz. :  It  is  their  duty  to  recommend  Grand  Lodge,  in  view  of  the  past 
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and  present  course  of  the  Crand  Lodge  of  England,  so  tmthfnlly  traced 
by  the  ^I.*.  W.*.  G/.  M/.,  anJ  her  persistence  to  encourage  within  our 
territory  the  existence  of  lodges  liolding  warrants  from  her,  and  which 
continue  to  violate  and  set  at  nought  the  rights,  privileges,  and  pre- 
rogatives of  this  Grand  Lodge,  thus  depriving  this  Grand  I^odge  of  its 
sovereign,  independent,  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  its  territory  ;  to 
follow  the  advice  given  by  the  M.%  W/.  the  Grand  Master,  namely, — 
after  duo  notice,  to  declare  non-intercourse  with  all  lodges  and  brethren 
in  the  Province  of  Quebec  who  will  not  array  themselves  beneath  our 
banner  and  join  our  register. 

Your  Committee  doubt  not  but  that  if  the  course  now  advised,  be 
pursued  .irmly,  yet  judiciously,  a  speedy  and  final  consummation  will 
bo  arrived  at.  It  will  take  less  than  the  fourteen  years  already  past 
of  attempted  conciliation  to  bring  about  the  entire  unity  of  government 
of  the  Craft  in  our  jurisdiction  so  much  to  be  desired. 

Your  Committee  submit  for  the  approbation  of  Grand  Lodge  the 
correct  and  dignified  position  taken  by  the  Grand  Master  in  connection 
with  the  denunciations  propogated  by  a  portion  of  the  Press  against  our 
fraternity. 

With  the  concluding  remarks  of  our  M.*.  W.-.  G.*.  M.'.,  Grand  Lodge 
will  doubtless  coincide.  His  denunciations  of  our  "  assailants  from 
within  "  are  delivered  with  force  and  emphasis.  Your  Committee  urge 
upon  members  of  Grand  Lodge  to  adopt  them  as  the  unanimous 
expression  of  their  own  sentiments.

Y^our  Com- 
mittee doubt  not  but  that  under  the  able  and  judicious  management  and 
control  of  its  very  earnest  and  prudent  oflicors  ;  "  Good  Samaritan  "  will 
rank  amongst  the  foremost  of  our  lodges  a  e  to  good  work  and  material. 
Having  examined  the  work  and  proceedings  of  the  lodge  which  is  satis- 
factory, and  the  necessary  certificates  required  by  the  Constitution  as  to 
the  skill  of  the  officers ;  Your  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  advis- 
ing, that  the  recommendation  of  R.".  W.*.  Bro.  Kennedy  be  at  once 
acceded  to,  namely,  that  a  Regular  Warrant  be  granted  at  this  session  of 
Grand  Lodge  to  establish  "  Good  Samaritan  Lodge."  * 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  a  still  further  impetus  to  the  ad-
